The annual Childrens’ Sunday of 
the Sunday School of: the First church 
was held Sunday in place of the regu- 
lar morning service.

THE WORK HORSE PARADE. 

The annual parade of work-horses 
is held in many placés, coming this 
year June 2, which is called “National 
horse day.” The purpose is to quick- 
en humane sentiment. Horsemen say 
where these parades have been held 
several years, that a noticeable im- 
provement in the care of these faith- 
ful beasts can be seen. 

Having read something about these 
affairs, the writer, who has driven 
horses since boyhood, undertook to 
make some inquiries as to how far 
the ordinary care given draft animals 
is merciful and kind. He was aston- 
ished to learn how he himself had al- 
ways been thoughtlessly cruel, as well 
as the majority of owners and drivers. 

A horse’s mouth is one of the most 
delicately adjusted set of tissues in all 
animal life. Yet hard fisted brutes 
yank away at this acutely sensitive 
structure day after day producing lac- 
erated tongues, bruised and torn lip 
corners. 

Says an observer from another city: 
“I've seen members of the gociety for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals drive 
to their meetings with docked horses 
on hot da*s when the air is full of in- 
sects. Then they prosecute scme 
poor devil who is trying to suppert his 
family with a decrepit old horse.” 

A well fitting harness, usually se- 
cured by punching a few more holes 
¢n straps and buckling them up with 
some judgment, will pay good returns 
in the durability of a team. How long 
could a man work in peace if a leather 
strap were hourly chafing his bare 
skin? 

A lover of animals asks people to 
see how many horses they can find 
without evidence of ill-fitting harness- 
es, as seen through the wearing off of 
hair or open sores. 

As a rule, the horses driven by boys 
and ignorant foreigners fare hard. 
Think it over, Mr. Horse Owner. 
Your faithful, speechless helper looks 
to you for the only reward life can 
give him. Remember that in fly- 
time!

BLEASE DEFIES — MIDNIGHT 


CITY OFFICIALS TRAIN DROPPE 


- | Repeatedly Pardons His Chaut- 
feur After Arrest 


os REPRISAL ON COLUMBIA 


Adds to Its Financjal Burden by Mak- 
ing Additions to Its Already Large 
Constabulary—South Carolinians In- 
censed and Threaten Impeachment 
Proceedings Against Governor 


Spartanburg, S: C., June 2.— 


“There is talk in the South Carolina 


newspapers of impeachment proceed- 
ings against Governor Blease at the 


next session of the legislature because 
of the reprisal he took on the city of 
Columbia last week for fining his 
negro chauffeur, Harrison Neely, for 
exceeding the speed limit. 

The negro has been convicted in 
the Columbia police court three times. 
The governor pardoned him after each 
of the first two convictions and or- 
dered that his fines be remitted. This 
the Columbia authorities refused to 
do on the advice of the city attorney, 
who questioned the right of the gov- 
ernor to pardon offenders against the 
municipality. 

Taking advantage of authority vest- 
ed in him the governor retaliated by 
adding three more constables to Co- 
lumbia’s already large constabulary. 
Each of the constables rceives $90 a 
mouth, half of which must be paid 
by the city. 

“He how laughs last laughs best,” 
Blease said in announcing his action. 
‘I told them it would cost them dear,” 
be added, explaining that the addi- 
tioal expense was put on Columbia for 
fining his chauffeur. “Every time 
they fine my chauffeur ] am going to 
add another constable. You can figure 
out for yourself just how much these 
fines are costing the city of Colum- 
bia.” 

When the attention of the governor 
was drawn to the report that an effort 
would be made to impeach him, he 
said there had been talk of that kind 
at the last three sessions of the legis- 
lature, but nothing had come of it. 

Mayor Gibbes of Columbia, in com- 
menting on Blease’s action, said: 

“I would say there are some things 
too unspeakably little and contempt- 
ible to be expressed in words, and 
this is one of them. The spectacle of 
the viper gnawing the file would. be 
only amusing, except that the 
file ought to be put to constructive 
uses.” 


CHICAGO STARTS REFORM 


Domestic Quarrels Banned Under New 
Era of “Goodness” 

Chicago, June 2.—A “moral house- 
cleaning” of Chicago was begun to- 
day by the police department, when 
an amendment of the ordinances went 
into effect prohibiting all public acts 
of indencency, suggestive gestures or 
songs, or abusive or threatening 
words or acts in any public place. 

Superintendent of Police McWeeney 
issued an order calling attention to 
the amendment and instructing that 
all violations be followed by arrest 
and prosecution. A fine of not less 
than $5 nor more than $100 is the 
penalty for violations. The amend- 
ment is broad enough to cover do- 
mestic quarrels in the streets or oth- 
er public places. 


GETS BUT LITTLTE CASH 


Masked Bandit Holds Up Ticket Agent 
In Vermont Railroad Station 

Brattleboro, Vt., June 2.—A 
masked man held up Richard L. 
Heaphy, ticket agent of the Central 
Vermont railroad station here, and 
got away with a small amount of 
money from the cash drawer of the 
freight office. 

Heaphy said that when he entered 
the freight office the man _ stepped 
from behind the desk with a leveléd 
revolver, demanding the keys to th 
safe. Heaphy did not have them, so 
the robber helped himself to a little 
change the ticket agent had, rified 
the cash drawer and backed out, 
threatening to shoot if outcry was 
made.

“You are now fifty-four years of 
age.” continued Mr. Pound.

“I have never been drunk or in the | 
slightest degree under the influence of 
liquor.” was the reply. 

“What use do you make of spirituous 
or malt liquors?" 

“I do not drink beer, porter, ale or 
anything of that kind.

1 do not drink either whisky or 
brandy except under the orders of a 
doctor. I never drank a highball or a

Londen, June 3.—Alfred Austin, 
poet laureate of Hngland, is dead. He 
was 78 years old last month. He has 
been poet laureate since 1896. 

Austin was born at Headingley, 
May 30, 1835. He was educated for 
the law, and upon graduating from 
the London university in 18723, he 
practised law for three years, but 
without any intention of continuing in 


| it. 


When his father, Joseph Austin, 
merchant and magistrate, died in 
1861, Austin abandoned law and de- 
voted himself to travel and writing. 
He married Miss Hester Homan- 
Muloek in 1865.

Chop Thoroughly.

‘pings into the hot frying pan, shake 
about, then put in the hash. If you 
have no cold gravy add boiling water, 


Eamb Huash.—Put one tablespoonful 
butter and tablespoonful flour into a 
saneepan and welt without frying:

are not usually made without two 
guides. Muarx, though possessing the 
wiry, close knit build of the typical 
mountain guide, had a spiritual coun- 
tenance. He climbed mountains not 
so much from a love of encountering 
their dangers as for the contempla- 
tion of the splendid scenes to be found 
among them. He was a silent man, 
not eusily drawn out, but {it is my 
fancy to dive into the inner depths of 
such persons because I expect to find 
there treasures not to be found among 
the more gurrulous. So whenever 
while climbing we reached a conven- 
ient spot for resting and looking out 
upon the broad expanse of mountains 
and valleys and cliffs, peaks here and 
there extending far above the clouds. 
1 would begin my pumping. 

He told me that he was born among 
the mountains and he could not be- 
lieve that he would ever leave them. 
“All things must have a beginning,” 
he said. “My beginning is in my 
body. I'can only propel myself on 
my legs, helping myself up steep 
heights, at times helping with my 
hands. When I| die I shall be free 
from such contemptible methods 
Though we sometimes retrograde, in 
the main we progress. Man first could 
only walk on his legs; then he made 
an animal carry him, and now he goes 
rapidly by steam. When he dies he 
mukes a much greater advance than 
from the flesh to the iron horse. Once 
I have cast off the body I shall not 
be subject to gravity. I shall pass 
over this broud valley to yonder moun- 
tain by some such means as the elec- 
tric current. I cannot conceive of the 
mechanism by which I shall move 
any more than half a century ago one 
could conceive of talking to another 
hundreds of miles away by means of 
a telephone or of flying among the 
clouds in an aeroplane. Do you sup- 
pose man can make such progress as 
this, clogged with tbe body, to ac- 
complish nothing at all when freed 
from it?” 8 

Sitting there. looking out upon the 
terrestrial grandeur, I was deeply im- 
pressed with his reasoning. 1| did not 
stop to inquire whether or not it was 
logical, and it does not appear to me 
now to matter whether it was logical 
or whether it violated every logical 
principle. ‘There are deductions that 
only appear to us through the feelings. 
and this feeling that we shall live 
again after our present life is perhaps 
the most important of all such deduc- 
tions. : 

Many were the talks in this vein I 
had with Otto Marx while we were 
resting above the clouds. When we 
had descended into the valley he would 
be again shut up like an oyster. Some 
times whep we were alone together in 
Chamounix | would endeavor to get 
him to converse on these subjects, but 
never once succeeded. Sometimes I 
fancied that he saw these sights o 
what he would be in the future only 
from a great beight and when inspired 
by the peaks. And yet this did not de 
stroy his faith in them. 

The last climb Otto and I made to- 
gether we started one morning from 
Chamounix to ascend the mountain 
and stopped for the night at the Grand 
Mulets, the cabin erected for the shel 
ter of climbers. We had our supper 
before dark and sat looking out over 
*he succession of mountains and gorges 
and the great ice river pouring with 
Invisible slowness down into the val- 
ley. J tried to induce Marx to talk. 
but failed. 

“What is the matter with you. Otto?” 
I asked. 
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“Nonsense, Otto! You have a fit of | 
blues. Your digestion is bud; your liv- 
er is out of order.” : 

“No, herr: I sball not go back to the 
valley in my body.” 

Awed by this tone, | was silent. All 
at once the scene spread, out before 
me seemed terrible as well as grand 


turn in, and, wrapping myself in the 
blankets, | went,to sleep ! 

The next morning we started at 
dawn and had no trouble whatever ou 
reaching the summit. In the after 
noon we stopped again for the night at | 
the Grand Mulets. 

“Otto,” 1 said, “you gave me the

see that your forebodings were with- 
out foundation.” 
| “We are not yet in the valley, herr.” 
| “But we have passed over the great- 
‘est danger.” 
| He made no reply to this, and I did 
|not mention the matter again. 

The next morning we were descend- 
\ing over a path about a foot wide, on 
one side of which was a precipice and 
on the other a slide over slanting snow 
for hundreds of feet, then a gradual 
rise. Marx had the lead. Suddenly 
the snow guve way under my feet, 
and | fell on the side of the gradual 
decline. Marx, seeing that the only 
way to keep us both from going down 
the decline. threw himself on the other 
side, the side of the precipice. The 
rope broke. and I went, sliding witb 
accelerating rapidity, down the ice 
coated’ snow. 

During that slide I thought only of 
Marx. who bad gone to his death, for 
there was a chance for me and none 
for him. Presently I found myself 
shooting upward. at first as rapidly as 
I had been shooting downward. I 
went slower and slower until my 
momentum ceased s'together. Then. 
there being nothing to hold on to, I be- 
gan to descend again. But this time 
the incline was not so steep, and when 
I reached the bottom I was able to 
stop myself. 

I made my way down the mountain 
as best I could. Fortunately the path 
by which we had been descending 
crossed the depression !n which 1 
found myself a few bundred yards be- 
low, and, having once struck it, I 
found no difficulty in reaching the vil- 
lage. I kept my part of the rope to 
show that it had been broken as proof 
that I had not saved myself at my 
guide’s expense. 
| The tragedy ended my climbing ca- 
jreer for years. Indeed, it did notseem 
to me that I would ever wish to ascend 
a mountain again. It was not the dan. 
ger to be encountered, but the death of 
Otto Marx, who had lost his life in 
my behalf. 

Ten years passed, during which I 
devoted myself to mercantile pursuits. 
: I decided to take a rest in a trip 


to Europe. It was summer, and 
Switzerland Is the camping ground for 
tourists in that season. I hesitated 
about going to the region where I had 
recelved my shock, but finally decided 
to go among the Alps, though not 
where it had occurred. Instead of 
Chamounix I went to Interlaken. 

Roundabout Interlaken there is fine 
scenery. There are the Eiger, the 
Jungfrau, the Wetterhorn. There are 
Lauterbrunnen, Murren and Grindel- 
wald, I stayed awhile in each of these 
places, combating a desire to go to 
Chamounix. While at Grindelwald 1! 
fell in with a party of Americans who 
were devoted to climbing. They were 
composed of both men and women. 
and, though they made no regular 
ascents of the larger mountains, they 
spent much time far up on their 
sides. 

One of their trips was up the Wet- 
terhorn, and I could not resist a temp- 
tation to go with them. We had a par- 
ty of six persons, conducted by two 
guides, the one in advance and the 
other in rear. The day was fair when 
we started, but during the afternoon 
when we were well up on the side of 
the mountain it clouded over and be 


covers the path, concealing pitfalls, but 
since one can't see about him he can 
have no idea of direction. Our guides. 
who were both young and not over- 
experienced, lost their heads and show- 
ed plainly their fear, and they did 
know what to do. It snowed in-

| A snowstorm on a m-untain not only 


cessantiy and so thickly that one could 
not see a dozen feet from him. We 
stopped where we were, on a ledge, 
when it begun and waited. 

We remained there huddled together 
for three hours. Some of the women. 
who at first had not appreciated .the 
danger as the men did, were becoming 
very much frightened. A cold wind 
was blowing. and exercise for the pur- 
pose of keeping warm was impractica- 
ble. The snow, instead of abating, was 
growing thicker. Thinking I might 
find a less exposed position, I started, 
walking cautiously, for the purpose. I 
had not proceeded far when I heard or 
thought I heard a familiar call: 

“Herr!” 

Was that Otto Marx’s voice? No. 
Otto was dead. I knew that he was 
dead. 

“Komt.” 

At the moment | saw something 
through the flakes just dark enough 
to distinguish"from the snow. It was 
vibrating ‘like heated alr. It moved 
away from me. I called to the others 
to come to me, but when they reached 
the place from which I called 1 had 
gone on, but they followed me.

1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a part. In 1792 Quincy 
became an independent town, and in

Quincy was named in honor of Col 
John Quincy, descendant in the third 
generation from Edmun@, 24, who set- 
j}tled in Quincy, in 1684; grand-fathe:

To prepare spinach the simple meth- 
od of boiling it und sending it to the 
tuble with slices of hurd boiled egg is 
one of the most popular. 

A Wholesome Salad. 

Spinach Salud.—Take balf a peck of 
fresh spinach, Wash it thoroughly in 
several waters, put in steamer and 
steum for fifteen minutes, turn into a 
ecolunder and druin. Chop fine, season 
with salt. pepper und two tablespoon- 
fuis of metted butter. Mix well and 
press into stnall molds or cups. When 
suld place each form on a lettuce leaf 
und pat a spugnfat of muyonnaise 
dressing on top. 

Spinach In Binnkets.—Boll spinach 
and when tender drain, chop fine and 
put in skillet in which minced onion 
has been browned fn a teaspoonful of 
butter. Set on back of stove to simmer. 

Now mike an ordinary noodle dough 
with one egg well beaten and work in 
as much flour as you can. Roll thin 
and when purtially dry cut in five 
inch squares. Fill with a heaping ta- 
blespoonful or more of spinach and 
press the edges together and drop into 
soup stock. Cook until they rise to the 
top. Take out with a strainer dipper. 
Brown a tablespoonful of hutter in a 
skillet. add a few brewn brendcrambs 
and pour over the dumplings. 


Spinach With Sauce. 
Spinach and Dggs.—Take a quarter 
peck of spinach, three eggs, two ten- 
spoonfuls of salt, an eighth ofa tea- 
spoanful of white pepper, a ‘tablespoon- 
ful each of lemon juice, butter and 
flour. 
Wash and clean the spinach and then 
wash through several waters. Put into 
boiler with one-half cupful boiling wa- 
ter, cover and bring to boiffng point 
very quickly, add one teaspeonful salt, 
remove the cover und boil ten minutes, 
turning quite often. Drain (save the 
water for the sauce) and chop. Put on 
platter, spread it abeut two inches 
thick, make six hollows in the top of 
the spinach large enough to receive an 
egg. Break the egg in small dish ‘and 
put into the hollow of the spinach. 
Dust the top with salt and pepper. 
Place in the oven until eggs are firm. 
Serve with the following sauce: Put 
the butter into’saucepan. When melit- 
ed add the flour, mix until smooth; 
then add the water which has been 
drained from the spinach. If there is 
not a cupful add enough water to make 
a cupfol Stir until smeoth, add one 
teaspoonful salt, pepper, Jemon juice 
and boil three minutes and pour over 
the eggs and spinach.

THE. RIGHT TO RETRACT. 

The Roosevelt-Newett case has been 
of great interest to the newspaper 
world, from the fact that in the past 
many publishers have been subjected 
to injustice through the libel law. ~Of 
recent years, the privilege of free 
speech seems better established. 

The Roosevelt-Newett case differed 
from the ordinary libel case in this: 
Col. Roosevelt cared nothing for the 
money end of the game, his purpose 
being solely personal vindication. 
The majority of libel suits are money 
making schemes, although commonly 
the plaintiff merely ineurs lawyers 
fees for both parties. 

A just libel law gives the publisher 
ample chance for retraction, on ac- 
count of the hurry undér which news- 
paper work is done. Searching inves- 
tigation is not always possible where 
the public ineessantly demands the 
very latest information. 

The ordinary newspaper libel is not 
a thing of eold blood and malice afore- 
thought. Rather it is the slip of a 
hurried man, whose mind is too full of | 
detail to note that he has left a loose 
end. The law should give him the 
same privilege of making amends. for 
honest error that Col. Roosevelt could | 
well afford to give Editor Newett. 

It may be objected that newspapers | 
will be reckless about making false | 
statemients, provided they can be re- 
lieved from the heavier penalties by 
confessing their mistake. That is not | 
at all the case, because it is a humil-

How to Check Oil From Getting Out of 
Gear Sets and Axles.

The greater amount of'the oil leaking 
trouble experienced by motorists is due 
to the'use of too. much oil in the trans- 
mission gear box and rear axle casing. 


+ In-a gear box in which a fluid oil is 


used the amount of lubricant maintain- 
ed therein should reach no higher than 
the lower portion of the lowermost 
gear shaft. This pertains to gear sets 
in which the shafts are in either a 
| horizontal or vertical piane. 

In a gear box having both the gear 


| shafts in the same horizontal plane 


shafts will be partly sub- 
and, though Only the 
lower shaft of'a gear set having the 
shafts in the same vertical plane will 
be partly submerged in the lubricant, 
this shaft and its gears when in mo- 
tion will throw plenty of oil on to the 
outer working mechanisms in the case. 
If too much oll is used it only tends to 
work out through the bearings, caus- 
ing a waste of oil and dirtying the 
streets or garage floor wherever the 
car may stand. 

The same applies to the lubrication 
of the rear axle, the only difference

| only tends to render the brakes in- 
effective, but often the oil is thrown 
out on to the wheels, tires and car

Organizer Fights In Vain to Head Off 
Rising Tide of Disgust—Hosiery 
Mill Owners Had Given Flat Refusal 
to Demands—Break In_ Strikers’ 
Ranks Is Complete

Ipswich,- Mass.,. June 5.—The 
strike at the Ipswich hosiery mills, 
which was inagurated six weeks ago 
yesterday, is over. Not only has the 
I. W. W.. been beaten in its fight to 
control the labor situation here, but 
the 850 mill operatives who belonged 
to it repudiated the organization. 

All of the strikers went back 
work. Their action signalized 
worst defeat that the I. W. W. 
suffered since it has been active 
labor disputes. 

The strike was called off at a-mass 
meeting of 700 Polish workmen. It 
was voted almost unanimously by the 
strikers not only to go back to work, 
but to disband the 1. W. W. organi- 
zation in this town and have nothing 
more to do with it or its leaders. 

One hundred and fifty Greek opera- 
tives who have been out on strike met 
and took the same action. 

As soon as the vote was taken, 
the meeting was hurriedly adjourned

All of the workers en- 
rolied in the I. W. W. comprised 
Poles and Greeks. 

Demand was made by the I, W. W 
for wage -increases varying from 26 
to 45 percent. The mill management 
gave a flat refusal to the demands. 
The reply of the management was that 
it was unable to grant any wage in- 
crease, Owing to business conditions 
brought about by, the tariff agitation. 

About a week ago the mill people 
began importing English speaking 
operatives into this town. The steady 
influx of English workingmen worried 
the strikers, and the first break in 
their ranks came: with the, decision of 
the Greeks to 
acknowledge defeat,

Several Officials, Among Them the 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army, See 
Advantages to Be Derived From 
High Power, Long Distance 
Telegraph Service Covering Country. 


Radio 


It is now practically certuin that the 
, federal government will install a net- 
work of high power wireless aerogram 
station covering the whole United 
! States. says the Chicago Tribune. 

Necessity for wireless service in 
cases where telegraph communication 
is impossible was demonstrated four 
{years ugo on the day of President 
Taft's inauguration and emphasized 
{strongly more recently by the cutting 
off of the Obijo tlooded districts from 
communication with the outside world. 

The Omaha cyclone, which put the 
| telegraph lines out of business, also 
! demonstrated the need of wireless sta- 
tions for just such emergencies. 

It was therefore suggested that the 
| government take steps to cover the en- 
itire United States with adequate wire- 
less service. Besides its value for 
government service, such a system 
would be of untold usefulness tn af- 
fording information and hastening the 
sending of relief supplies to the scene 
| of any great disaster. 

This suggestion has met with gen- 
eral approval from government officials 
and members of congress. 

The chief signal officer of the army 
‘fis at present discussing a scheme for 
| providing large radio telegraphic sta- 
tions in the interior of the country for 
the purpose of maintaining transcon- 
tinental communication. 


Use In Emergencies. 

It is proposed that these stations be

Mr. Penniman was at one time one 
of the district fire engineers of Quin- 
cy and is the oldest fireman in Quincy, 
his fire service dating back fully 75 
years, when he became a member of 
the vounteer department. 

He has been twice married his first 
wife being Miss Maria A. Brooks, and 
his second wife was Mrs. Elizabeth 
Osborne. Nine children have been 
born to him of whom three now sur- 
vive, James H. Penniman, who last fall 
was the Democratic candidate for 
Mayor; Mrs. Harriet T. Dolliver wid- 
ow of A. G. Doiliver; and Miss Ada W. 
M. Penniman who keeps house for her

As Viewed In Washington 

Washington, June 7.—The outline 
of Japan’s latest note, as contained 
in the Tokio dispatches, was re- 
ceived in Washington with the great- 
est interest by officials and diplo- 
mats. The note was read to the cabi- 
net at the regular meeting and sent 
back to the state department to Coun- 
cillor Moore, the government's fore- 
most authority on international law.

Boston, June 7.—Early this “morn- 
ing the jury which is deliberating 
upon the guilt or innocence of William 
M. Wood, Fred E. Atteaux and Den- 
nis J. Colilns, was locked up for the 
night, without having reached a ver- 
dict. 

Rumors of a hopeless disagreement 
in the case of every defendant but 
Collins were rife about the court- 
house. 

Loud talk issuing from the jury 
room, it was said, indicated how 
fiercely the case was being fought out 
among the twelve men to whom the 
law has entrusted the fate of the three 
men. 


sible outcome of the jury’s delibera- 
tions was the sensational news that 
one of the jurors in the case, Morris 
Shuman, a newsdealer., who lives at 
6 Cobb street, had complained to the 
distriet attorney that he had been of- 
fered a bribe to give his vote favor- 
able to the defendants. 

He had been offered, according to 
his story, a good job and $209, for 
which, according to Shuman, he was 
told to apply at the office of a lawyer 
in this city. 

Shuman’s story has started an in- 
vestigation that may involve men high 
in the legal profession in Massachu- 
setts. 

Just after the jury had been locked 
in its room for deliberation on the in- 
nocence or guilt of Wood and _ his 
confereres District Attorney Pelletier 
declared that Shuman had reported to 
him that a man had attempted to bribe 
him*the previous night. 

“The man,” he _ declared, “is 
known. Shuman has identified him. 
{We can lay our hands on him at a 

moment’s notice.” 

The defendants were within a few 
i minutes of the courthouse throughout 
| the night. Wood, with Attorneys 
Hurlburt and Powers, spent the night 
at Young’s hotel, where he was joined 
later by Atteaux and his counsel, 
Attorney Coakley. 

Collins remained at the courthouse 
throughout the day and up to mid- 
night. Judge Crosby stayed at the 
University club, with a _ telephone 
within reach of his hand. 

After the charge to the jury by 
| Crosby, in which he told them to re- 
turn a verdict of not guilty on the last 
| of the six counts in the indictments, 
| 


the jury filed out of court, in, charge 
of four officers, at 1 p. m. 
By Crosby’s charge the jury must 
return fifteen separate verdicts, a 
| verdict on each of the five counts 
‘against each of the tnree defendants. 
After Crosby had ruled on the peti- 
tions filed with him by Coakley and 
Hurlburt came the sensational 
charges of attempted bribery brought 
by Shuman.

Attempt to Bribe Jury 


RH Fae JURY 1S INVESTIGATING 


Remarkable Proceeding Growing Out) 


of Dynamite Conspiracy Trial, In 
Which Wood Is Acquitted—Jury 
Hangs on Atteaux and Convicts 
Collins on Two Counts 


Boston, June 9.—The most remark- 
able proceeding in the history of 
Massachusetts jurisprudence will be- 
gin next Wednesday, when Judge 
Crosby opens a public hearing to in- 
vestigate the attempted bribery of 
Morris Shuman, a juror in the Wood- 
| Atteaux-Collins trial. 

There is only one purpose in the 
hearing—that is to find out who is to 
; blame for the attempted corruption of 
a juror. There is no defendant—no 


377 | prosecution. 


The biggest development in the 
bribery scandal was the admission by 
Attorney Hurlburt, counsel for Presi- 
dent Wood of the’ American Woolen 
company, that a man came to him 
and offered to “fix” the jury. 

Hurlburt told this to District At- 
torney Pelletier. The district. attor- 
ney asked for all the details. Hurl- 
burt said the man had given him his 
eard, but that he paid so little atten- 
tion to the matter that he forgot the 
man’s name. At the request of the 
district attorney, Hurlburt had the 
card looked up and turned over to Pel- 
letier. 

The card gave the name of a de- 
tective agency in Boston. The entire 
staff is to be haled before the grand 
jury. 

Both sides have declared a deter- 
mination to sift the charges to the 
bottom. That is what prompted the 
unusual investigation in open court, 
which was demanded by Hurlburt,

Hints 


= Aspeanysaved is 
a penny earned.— 
Benjamin Franklin. 


HERE is a deal of so called 
‘economy “that is senseless ex- 
travagance and defeats in it- 
self the purpose of economy. 

Too many women in their effort to 
save everything throw away a large 
amount of material that could be ex- 


] pended or used in a much better way 


und in the end attain a result that is 
far from gratifying. There is more 
than the mere saving of 5 cents’ worth 
of leftover food to be, considered in 
the practice of economy, notably labor, 
the cost of fuel, time and the final re 
sult of the whole. 

The desire to save half of a five cent 
loaf of bread, which causes some wo- 
men to use a quart of eight cent milk 
and four eggs at 4 or 5 cents apiece, 
half an hour's time and 10 cents’ worth 
of fuel in order to produce a dish that 
no one likes and that the whole fam 
ily refuses to eat, Is the result of a mis- 
taken idea of economy. 

Far better would be the purchase 
of a quart of ice cream at 50 cents, 
which would save her time, labor and 
fuel and give the family the pleasure 
of a luxury and add to the value of 
the menu. If. to offset the expense of 
the ice cream, she could be taught to 
buy less bread, cut it carefully, just 
what was needed for each meal and 
no more, to use half slices and broken 
pieces for croutons, there would never 
be any more stale breed left in her 
bread box than she would need for 
breading croquettes or chops once or 
twice 2 month. 

If. in spite of careful buying and 
cutting. she should some day find her- 
self with part of a loaf of bread {fo dis- 
pose of she might much better throw 
away the 3 or 4 cents’ worth of food 
than expend 30 or 40 cents to save it. 
{f a tablespoonful of peas suggests no 
other dish than an omelet which calls 
for six eggs to be garnished with the 
peas they had better be thrown out. 

If they can go inte the stock pot, to- 
gether with three or four other bits of 
palatable vegetables which will give a 


good flavor to soup. they will have 


been well utilized. but it is an extrav-

ASSAULTED WOMAN 
NEAR THE CAPITOL 


Washington Negro Pays Death 
Penalty For His Grime 


Washington, June 10.—Nathaniel 
Green, a negro, who criminally as- 
saulted a white woman within sight 
of the Capitol on Christmas night, 
went to his death on the scaffold yes- 
terday, the first man to pay the death 
penalty for such a crime in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

ADMITS DOUBLE MURDER | 


Youth Who Killed Mother and Brother 
Makes a Confession 

Ironton, O., June 10.—According 
to local authorities Berkeley Flem- | 
ming, aged 20, a farmer, confessed | 
here to the murder of his mother, 
Mrs. Emma Flemming, aged 45, and} 
his brother, aged 25, July 14, 1910, 
at Coryville, one mile north of Iron- 
ton. 

Following the confession, Flem- 
ming was taken to his home> Near 
the house he pointed out the spot 
where he said he had buried his 
mother. The police found her body 
under eighteen inches of dirt. The 
back of her head had been blown away 
by a gun. Flemming then took the 
Officers to a field on the farm and 
showed where he had buried his 
brother.

The witness said all ad- 
vertisements were first examined by 


the New York agents of the Hawaiian 
| 


sugar interests. 
That he prepared and sent briefs 
to the president, the senate finance 
committee and the “interested pub- 
| lic” on suggestion of Senator O’Gor- 
man, Was asserted by Carter. 
When Hawaiian interests attempt- 
ed to get a hearing before the senate 
finance sub-committee, Carter said, 
one of the members told

The Domestic Sugar Producers’ as- 
sociation, the witness said, repre- 
sented every sugar producer under the 
American tlag. The organization was 
net a formal one, but was merely a 
band of units with a common pur- 
pose.

Aires, the capitol of Argentina, the

Buenos Aires, the largest city yet 
visited by the party, has a million and 
a half inhabitants and is in certain 
respects similar to Paris, to New York 
and to Chicago. There are many 
striking buildings, including the new 
Legislative Chambers, the Opera 
House, the Jockey Club, the Bourse. 
and various government and munici- 
pal buildings. 


Six railroad companies have ter- 
minals at Buenos Aires. Four street 
railways are in operation. Miles of 


water-front lined with modern equip- 
ment of docks, warehouses, grain ele- 
vators, ete, are under government 
control and show the busy chgracter 
of the port, which receives 80 per cent 
of the imports to the country and 
from which 43 per cent of its exports 
leave. Shipments to the United 
States from this port amounted to 
nearly $26,000,000 during 1912, the 
larger items being hides, skins, wool, 
linseed and quebracho. Extension of 
harbor improvements are under way. 

Argentina has a population § of 
7,080,000 and an_ area of 1,131,979 
square miles, and is one-third the size 
of the United States proper. 2500 
miles long and 932 miles at its great- 
est breadth. Though only one-tenth 
of arable ground is under cultivation, 
Argentina is even now one of the 
world’s important granaries. The 
constitution is modeled closely after 
that of the United States. 

Some 20,000 miles of railroads are 
in operation, about one-sixth of which 
are owned by the government. Some 
10,000 miles of inland waterways con- 
solidate in the River Plate which is 
about 150 miles wide at its mouth. 

The principal exports are wheat. 
linseed, wool, corn, frozen beef, hides, 
frozen mutton, tallow, quebracho wood 
and extract, skins, flour and bran. 
The imports in order of their value are

SUPREME COURT DECISION 


Upholds Previous Decision by Knox 
When Secretary of State—Case of 
Man Who Threw Wife’s Body Into 
Lake Como Has Been Hard Fought 
by His Father and Friends 


Washington, June 11.—Porter 
Charlton, boy wife murderer, must 
be extradited to Italy and stand trial 
for killing Mary S. C. Charlton at 
Lake Como, Italy, three years ago. 
This was the ruling of the United 
States supreme court. It affirmed the 
decree of New Jersey courts dismiss- 
ing Charlton’s habeas corpus suit. 
Judge Lurton read the courfs 
opinion. 

“lmpressive evidence of the insan-_ 
ity of the accused was offered and re- 
jected by the court below,” he said. 
“An extradition hearing is not a trial, 
ige Blair did not exceed his au- 
thority in excluding evidence of the 
defendant's insanity.

Then add it on to a flour- 
ed board and rol! out. handling as lit- 
tle as possible. Buke in a round layer 
ake pan in a hot oven. When done 
split with a hot knife and spread with 
soft butter. Sweeten the berries and 
erush them slightly. Then pluce them 
ou the back of the range to become 
slightly warmed. Put them between 
and on top of the cake. Serye at once 

with plain or whipped cream.

WOMAN KILLED 
BY DESLOVERS 


Verdict of Jury In “Woonsocket 
Heatless Mystery” | 


A PERPLEXING. MURDER CASE 


Head of Mrs. Parmentier, Whose 
Body Was Found Weighted Down 
In. Blackstone River, Was Never 
Found—Frenchman Convicted. Af- 
ter Having Been Freed 


Providence, June 12.—A verdict of 
guilty of murder was returned by a 
jury last night against Henri Des- 
lovers, charged with having killed 
and decapitated Mrs. Angele Par- 
mentier in Woonsocket on June 4 
last year; The jury was out eight 
and a half hours. 

Deslovers, who is unable to under- 
stand English, was unaware when he 
was led to his cell what the decision 
of the jury was, although the pro- 
ceedings were interpreted to him. 
When he was visited afterward by 
his counsel and told that he had been 
convicted he seemed surprised. 

“Did they say I was guilty?” he 
asked. ““What’s the matter with those 
fellows?” 

There is no second degree murder 
in this state. The case will be ap- 
pealéd by Counsel Fitzgerald and 
Jalbert. 

The case, which has been known 
as the “Woonsocket headless mys- 
tery,” was one of the most perplex- 
ing the authorities have ever had to 
deal with, and the trial, lasting more 
than three weeks and three days, was 
the longest criminal trial in the his- 
tory of the state. 

Deslovers and Mrs. Parmentier 
came to Woonsocket from France 
three years ago, and went to work in 
the mills. She disappeared from his 
house on June 4, 1912. On June 25 of 
last year the headless and nude body 
of a woman. with arms and legs tied 
and weighted down with stones, was 
taken from the Blackstone river not 
tar from Deslovers’ home.

Tariff List Means Reduction of $26,- 
500,000 In Revenue 


Washington, June 12.—Changes in 


the Underwood tariff bill by the sen- 
ate finance. sub-committees trans- 


ferring proposed dutiable articles to 


the free list, will aggregate an esti- 
mated annual loss in revenue to the 
government of nearly $1,500,000. 
This curtailment of the total esti- 
mates for revenue under the house 
bill is. based only on articles known 
to have been transferred to the free 
list thus far upon sub-committee rec- 


ommendations and does not take into 


aceount the decreases in duties which 
‘vill be proposed on many articles in 
the various schedules. Added to the 
$25,000,000 estimated loss in revenue 
under the house bill free list, this 
would aggregate $26,500,000.

LAUNDRY MATTERS. 


How to Do Up the Season’s Fashiona- 
ble Embroidered Collars and Cuffs. 
No matter how particular you may 

be in caring for embroidered collars o1 

centerpieces, they will become soiled. 

Every housewife should know how to 

clean these articles. so that she need 

not resort to the professional cleane 
when they. become soiled. 

Place a half pint of bran in a pan 
and..add: the same amount of cold 
water. Allow it to boil slowly for 
twenty, minutes and then strain through 
a fine cloth. Add a pint of boiling wa- 
ter and use this mixture to wash fine 
embroiderfés and laces for the first 
time Squeeze ‘them gently with the 
hands, und if they are much soiled 
soap jelly can be added to the mix- 
ture. This is made by dissolving pure 
white soap in boiling water. 

If the embroidery is done with col- 
ors add salt to the rinsing water, which 
shotld be clean and moderately hot. 
This will set the colors of silks or cot- 
tons so that they will not run. It is a 
wise precaution to immerse colored 
embroideries in salt water before wash- 
ig in the bran water. 

Embroidered articles should be dried 
quickly and ironed on the wrong side. 
First spread the work over a folded 
blanket covered with clean muslin. 
When ironed on this the embroidery 
will stand out in bold relief, 

If the doilies or scarfs are fringed at 
the edges shake them well when quite 
damp and never iron, or they will be- 
come matted.

court. The contents of the trunk, 
valued at $4500 and including Paris- 
ian gowns and laces, will. be sold at 
auction. 

The seizure of the trunk resulted in 
the discovery of smuggling frauds at 
the local port, followed by a grand 
jury inquiry with five indictments. 

The trunk was brought into this 
country by Kate A. Brennan, who 
seiled from New York and came back 
to this country by way of Boston un- 
der the name of Katherine Thomas.

Tokio, June 12.—Japan has decided 


to omit from the text of its rejoinder 
to the American government’s reply

violates the fourteenth amendment, 
and leaves this point for discussion 
between Ambassador Chinda and 
Secretary of State Bryan.

OATMEAL “TRUST” SUED 


Government Wants Quaker Oats Com- 
pany Enjoined as Illegal 

Chicago, June 12.—The Quaker 
Oats company—the so-called oatmeal 
trust—controlling 90 percent of the 
oatmeal products and by-products of 
the country, was attacked by the fed; 
eral government in a civil anti-trust 
suit filed here, charging a monopoly 
jin “derogation of the common rights 
of the people of the United States’ 
and in violation of the Sherman law. 

The monopoly is declared to have 
|been affected by combinations, con- 
spiracies and unlawful acts in re- 
straint of trade, to terminate which 
the government seeks various perma- 
nent injunctions. Pending final hear- 
ings of the case, the petition asks for 
a temporary injunction to bring about 
competition at. once. 


A SYMPATHETIC HEARER 


Daniels Listens to Grievances Sub- 
mitted by Navy Yard Employes 
Washington, June 12.—Two hun- 

dred representatives of Atlantic coast 
navy yard employes found a sympa- 
thetic hearer in cpap ed Daniels 
when they appeared at the navy de- 
partment to submit various griev- 
ances. 

The men complained about so- 
called “scientific” management sys- 
tems and the lack of uniformity in 
-wage scales, and insisted that they 
should have representation on the 
wage board ofthe various yards. 

The secretary promised to give 
careful consideration to all of the 
propositions presented.

BAKED BEANS. 
HEN baking beans why follow 
the old familiar style? Why 
not give variety to the dish by 
preparing the beans in one of the many 
different ways in which they. may 
baked? STC Tr 
Beans Cooked With Prk) am 


n quart of navy beans amd seak them 
overnight and parboil «till-‘teuder. 
Place in a bean pot abd cover swith 
hot water. Add one tablespoonful of 
molasses, one tablespoonfu!l of ketchup, 


one teaspoonful of salt and a pinch of | 


soda. Have one-third: of a pound of 
good salt’ pork and press it down into 
the beans. Bake in a slow. oven six 
hours. One hour before serving re- 
move lid from bean pot and let beans 
brown. 

Two Novel Methods. 

Baked Bezns, New York Stylé.—Take 
a quart of pea or navy beans and souk 
overnight. In the morning pour off 
the water and put in cold water to 
boil. When they reach the boiling 
point drain. Cover again with boiling 
water and simmer till they begin to 
crack. Pour off the water and into a 
deep pan of granite ware or tin put a 
layer of the beans. Have ready three- 
quarters of a pound of mixed salt 
pork, score and put in the middle of 
the pan, rind side up. Mix together a 
tablespoonful of salt, a half teaspoon- 
ful of pepper and a saltspoonful of 
mustard; dissolved in a pint. of, hot 
water and pour over the beans. This 
should cover the pork all but the rind. 
Add hot water to cover and bake in a 
slow oven six or eight hours, adding 
more water as it boils away. 

Baked Bears With Nut Butter.—Soak 
a pint of white beans over night. Sim- 
mer until tender in fresh water and 
season with a teaspoonful of;salt when 
ubout half cooked. Let them be quite 
juicy when taken from the kettle. Add 
a tablespoonful of molasses, place in a 
deep crock and stir over two good 
tablespoonfuls of nut butter. Bake in 
a slow oven for two or three hours or 
until they assume a reddish brown 
tinge. Add some boiling water if they 
become too dry, ‘Furn into’ a, shallow 
dish and. brown the top nicely before 
sending to the table. 

Baked, Bean Salad—When cold, bak- 
ed beans are on hand they may be 
made up into a salad as follows: Take 
a pint of them, the juice of-half a lem- 
on, a finely chopped shallot, the white 
of a stick of celery, some stoned olives 
and mayonnaise, Put the baked: beans 
into a salud» bow! with the lemon 
juice, the shallot and the celery shred- 
ded. Add the mayonnaise and gar- 
nish with tht stoned olives and slices 
of fresh tomatoes, if these are availa- 
ble.

STATE PUBLICITY. 

It has never been customary to 
spend public funds to any extent in 
the form of advertising. So much 
taxpayers’ money slips along the easy 
path of ordinary expenditure, that 
some needed enterprises are not under 
taken. 

The subject is suggested by the fact 
that the Legislature of so conserva- 
tive a state as New Hampshire re- 
cently made an appropriation to ad- 
vertise the state as a summer resort. 
This is a kind of thing that individual 
cities are doing, overdoing in some 
cases, but which is but rarely done by 
a state as a whole. 

Individual localities boards of 
trade and merchants’ associations, real 
estate dealers, hotels, and railroads 
circulate a good deal of literature. 
But no comprehensive, systematic ef- 
fort has been made to set forth in one 
telling appeal all the resources of 
this state. It is the kind of thing, 
which, being everybody’s business, ‘is 
nobody's. 

A host of city people are looking for 
agricultural land, or for summer 
homes for rest and refreshment. 
Thousands of young men are looking 
for chances to engage in business. The 
American people are on the move and 
they will go to the states that adver- 
tise their resources the most thor- 
oughly. 

An attractive illustrated book ought 
to be gotten out, by state expense if 
in no other way, showing the advan- 
tages of this state for all classes of 
home /seekers, for those wishing 
country places, summer rest, for farm- 
ers, for*manufacturing and ‘trade. 

It should give first of all a list of 
the néwspapers published in* Massa- 
chusetts,—a list of the dailies, a list of 
the local weeklies and semi weeklies, 
a list of trade journals and a miscel- 
lJaneous list ‘to ‘include all other pwub- 
lications. 

Then ‘there should be ‘a Hst ‘of the 
Boards ‘of Trate, Chambers of Com- 
merce afd:the commercial drganiza- 
tions of the State. : 

One ‘page or a ‘part of a page Should 
be devoted 'to each city or town, giv- 
ing the salient points. The principal 
business, the educational advantages, 
the improvemients, the principal his- 
toric facts, the population, ‘valuation, 
natural advantages, attractions, etc. 

Such books should be sent to all the 
public libraries of the country, all the 
hotels, Golleges and clubs. And to 
others upon request.

Pineapple Baskets—Wash the fruit, 
take off the leaves and save them to 
gurnish with. Without paring cut the 
pineapple in three or four sections, ac- 
wording to its size. Scoop out the pulp, 
Jeaving a thin layer to form a bottom

ets or cases to which the pulp is re-; 


turned after shredding. 
A Fruit Mold. 

Pineapple Cream. 
a lurge fresh pineapple or a can of the 
fruit and chop it up. Dissolve a box of 
gelatin in a pint of cold water, add 
the juice of the pineapple. place in a 
gaucepan on the fire and tet it boll. 
Take two eups of sugar and beat with 
the juice of two lemons. Pour the hot 
gelatin over the sugar and stir well; 
then udd the pineapple. Set in a cold 
place until it begins to thicken; then 
stir in the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs. Beat the whole for ten minutes, 
place in a mold and let cool. Serve 
with whipped creant. 

Fineapple Fritters With Sauce.—Dip 
slicés of pineapple in fritter batter and 
fry to golden brown in hot fat. Drain 
on soft pauper and serve at once witb 
the following sauce: 

+ Sauce.—Take the juice from the pine- 
apple and add ta it three-quarters of a 
cup of sugar. place on the fire and boil. 
Mix a level teaspoonful of arrowroot 
until smooth with three or four table 
spoonfuls of cold water. Stir the ar 
towroot in boiling sirup and let sim- 
mer five or six minutes. When ready 
to serve add one-fourth of a teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice to taste. 

Refreshing Dishes, 

_ Pineapple Cocktail.—Cut a pineapple 
into quarters, remove a small portion 
of the core and grate on a coarse grater. 
Serve In cocktail glasses, with small 
pieces of ice. 

Pineapple Pudding.—Tnake a cupful 
vf sugary a half cupful of butter. a ecup- 
Qil of crenm, four eggs and a grated 
pingepple. Beat butter and sugar to a 
crenln/ add to this the beaten yolks of 
the eggs. Stir in the grated pineapple 
nnd the cream. then the whipped whites 
of eggs. Line a baking dish with a 
layer of puff paste, pour in the pine- 
apple and bake with an under crust.

At that time the eggs of 
jmnmany destructive insects are eagerly 
| sought by these birds on the twigs and 
jin the crevices of the bark. Many 
| insects, too, lying dormant and con- 
}realed frem the duller visions, fall prey 
|to the sharp eyed little birds. Canker- 
| Worm moths, tent caterpillars, codling 
jmoths, gypsy moths, browntail moths 
‘and the various plant lice all are in- 
| cluded in the chickadee's bill of fare. 

While these birds are hardy, self re- 
jliant littleg providers, yet in severe 
| weather they suffer from scarcity of 
food. Bits of suet nailed to the trees 
jor rubbed in the bark will help out 
\their winter food supply and insure 
| them as neighbors, and it will not pre- 
‘vent their assiduously seeking their 
natural food. 
| Four birds were found to have eaten 
|105 female cankerworm moths. A 
careful count showed that twenty of 
| these contained 3,703 eggs. The aver- 
age per moth was 185, which would 
givg a total of 19,425 eggs thus destroy- 
ed by the four chickadees. Three of 
the birds had eaten a large number of 
‘eggs besides. It has been estimated 
that a single cltickadee will destroy 
|188,750 eggs during the twenty-five 
| day season when the moths are out. 

This is only one instanee. Nearly 
all birds are beneficial to man in their 
feeding habits, and they are also at- 
tractive of form and pleasing of song. 

What can we do for birds? What 
ean children do? What they have 
fone in the publie schools is to organ- 
ize by thousands into junior Audubon 
classes and study about the birds from 
the educational leaflets of the National 
Association of Audubon Societies. They 
have scattered crumbs on the porches 
and sheltered bare spots for hungry 
winter birds and built bird houses and 
placed dishes of bathing and drinking 
jwater for the summer birds. They 
have persuaded other children not to 
abuse birds, but to love and protect 
them.

Defendants Must Remain In Jail Un- 
til Hearing ‘on Mutder Accusation— 
Fourteen Others Held ip Bail of

Ipswich, Mass., June 18.—De- 
clared by the court to be morally re+ 
sponsible fer'the death of the woman 
who was shot during the strike riot at 
the Ipswich hosiery mill last week, 
Carroll L. Pingree of: Lowell and Na- 
thaniel Hermann of Boston, both 
leaders of the Industrial Workers of 
the World, were held in $1200 bail 


each for the grand jury on a charge of 


rioting, at the end of a hearing be- 


jifore Judge Sayward. 


Mrs. Pingree was freed of this 
charge, the court saying she had act- 
ed at the direction of her husband 
and was therefore, if for no other 
reason, beyond the law. 

A more serious charge, that of mur- 
dér, is still pending against the three 
defendants, and they will have to re- 
main in jail, at least until the hear- 


grand jury will meet in Salem oan 
July 9, 

Eleven other defendants were held 
for the grand jury on the charge of 
rioting, bail in each case being fixed 
at $800. Five, including Mrs. Pin- 
gree, were discharged. 

In rendering his decision, Sayward, 
after declaring Pingree and Herman 
responsible, said: “They might as 
well have put a match to powder as 
to have crowded these dupes into a 
corner with working operatives, for 
they both admitted they knew there 
was bad blood between the .two 
crowds. 

“They led these people to intimi- 
date and scare the workers in the 
mill, but I can find no evidence to 
sustain the belief that the rioting was 
premeditated or planned. In fact, I 
doubt if either Pingree or Herman 
contemplated such a result of the 
picketing, but as leaders they ad- 
vised such measures and as leaders 

hey are responsible.” 

Harry M. Sayward, a son of the 
presiding judge, argued in behalf of 
the defendants, while,E. M. Sulli- 
van made the argument for the prose- 
cution.

But Ho Why was modern, or, as one 
of the witnesses of his death said, he 
wanted to die in the American style.

pearl and silver mounted butt. 

Ho Why had been in this country 
twenty years. He had done much 
over the wash tub. He had _ sent 
much money back to China to -the 
glorification of his ancestors, the aid 
of his relatives and the support of the 
revolution... But he had coughed a 
great deal; he had become wofully 
thin and he knew that his revered an- 
cestors awaited his coming. And also 
he had been a failure; he had no son. 

Under such circumstances it was 
perfectly “honorable” to die. With 
Ho Why the act was to be no secret 
thing. It was that which a Chinaman 
of mettle and spirit would perform. 
As if-to his funeral he invited his best 
friends. , 

The six friends received each a 
summons in dignified, unemotional 
langage. They were invited to at- 
tend at 6 o'clock at Ho Why’s laun- 
dry; all were there. 

Ho Why had earefully drawn the 
curtains of his shop window facing 
on the street. The friends greeted 
him with smiles and went into the 
rear. Ho Why acted as host at a 
formal but pleasant dinner. 

After they had feasted Ho Why 
went to a little cabinet in the rear of 
the room. And whenshe turned from 
it he bowed—holding now the revolver 
of the shining barrel.” 

His friends were lighting pipes with 
long thick bamboo stems and tiny sil- 
ver bowis. They watched him serene- 
#y as he placed himself quite wigidly 
upon a stool.

How to Save Ice. 

“I wish to tell you of a contrivance 
of mine,” said a woman recently, “for 
saving ice when the refrigerater has 
to stand in a heated kitchen or when 
hot weather comes around. Even 
though the refrigerator is in a cool 
place in summer, the ice melts fast 
during the heated term. I learned the 
trick during a torrid summer and wish 
to pass it on for the benefit of others. 

“When the iceman came around with 
a hundred pound piece of ice | had 
him put it inside a gunny sack, and 
after three days of intense hest I had 
about fifteen pounds left when the ice- 
man came with another hundred 
pounds and put it inside a dry sack. 
The butter bad kept hard and sweet. 
so I infer that the refrigeration was 
sufficient even if the chill was less than 
when rapid melting was going on.” 


How to Make Nut and Date Bread. 

A bread that will appeal to the vege- 
tarian is made by the following recipe: 
Measure one cupful of warm wheat 
mush made from any kind of wheat 
preparation, add one-quarter cupful of 
sugar, one-half teaspoonful of salt, two 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter and one-quarter yeast cake dis- 
solved in four tablespoonfuls of luke- 
warm water. Stir together, add one 
cupful of finely cut walnut meats and 
three-quarters cupful of dates cut in 
small pieces. Mix in flour enough to 
make a dough that can be. kneaded, 
cover and set in a warm place to rise 
overnight. Knead, shape into’ a loaf 
and let rise in the pan. Bake in a mod- 
erate oven.

LIMITED BY WATER ACT. 
; Quincy, Mass. 


A special bill was introduced in the 


egislature Wednesday to allow’ the 
sity of Quincy to sell its water bonds 
at a greater rate of interest than four 
yer cent. Under the water act, for 
the extension of the water system, it 
Ss expressly stipulated that the rate 
of interest shall not exceed four per 
rcent. The city was unable to sell the 
onds for that rate and the City 
‘ouncil authorized the bonds to be 
sold for four and one-quarter per 
ent. It appears however that this 
sould not legally be done, and a spec- 
al act is being rushed through the 
‘egislature to allow the city to sel! 
he bonds at a greater rate of inter- 
‘st than four per cent.

BAIL 1S DOUBLED TO $6000 


Counsel! For Defense Saved Two Hun- 
dred Exceptions During Trial Which

Boston, June 21.—Samuel A. Se- 
gee, chairman of the Revere board of 
assessors, was found guilty in five 
counts of forgery of publie records of 
the town of Revere, in the Suffolk 
fuperior court. Segee’s bail was at 
once raised from $3000 to $6089. Ten 
years’ sentence in state prison is the 
maximum penalty in Massachusetts 


for forgery. Bail for Segee was fur- 
nished last evening. 

Segee heard the verdict read with- 
out a show of emotion. He was later | 
taken to the detention room at the} 
courthouse, while his friends made 
efforts to raise bonds to secure his 
release. It was understood the jury 
took but one ballot.

Archdeacon Stuck and Two Others 
Reach the Highest Peak 

Seattle, June 21.—Archdeacon 
Hudson Stuck, the Episcopal mission- 
ary who set out from Fairbanks, 
Alaska, several months ago to climb 
Mt. McKinley, reached the summit of 
the highest peak of the great moun- 
tain June 7, according to a private 
cable dispatch received here.

| more equally, although the equity of 
| the arrangement may not. appeal to 
communities which have become tax

SIGNS SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 


President Expresses ‘Dissatisfaction 

With Labor Exemption Ciause +: 

Washington, June 24.—President 
Wilson signed the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill, with a statement 
declaring that he would have vetoed, 
if he could, the provision in it ex- 
empting laber unions and farmers’ or- 
ganizations from prosecution under a 
certain $30,000 fund designated for | 
the operation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 2 

The president characterized the ex- 
emption as “unjustifiable in character 
and principle,” but called attention to 
the fact that the department of jus- 
tice possessed other funds with which 
to enforce the anti-trust law. The 
urgent needs of the various govern- 
ment departments for funds appro- 
priated by the bill influenced the 
president to speedy action on the 
measure. 

The bill carries $116,000,000 in ap- 
propriations and was vetoed by Mr. 
Taft on March 4 because of the labor 
exemption clause.

TABLE KNIVES. 


e Work of Cleaning These Necessary 
Articles Made Easy. 

Those who have to clean knives 
lie bes find their work much lightened 
lit they warmed the knife board before 
using it. 

Stains on knives can be instantly re- 

moved if rubbed with a piece of raw 
potato dipped in brickdust or knife 
powder. 

Knives that have been used for: on- 

| ions can be rid of the taste if the 
blades are run two or three times 
| through a raw potato. 

Handles that have become loose can 
be retixed by half filling the hole with 
resin and quicklime. equal parts. Then 
héat the blude and insert it in the hole. 

A knife board on which the original 

leather bas worn off can be renewed 
| 


by fixing a piece of plain good linoleum 
iu the place of the leather. 

Ivory handled knives, if discolored. 
should be cleaned with lemon juice 
and salt. To repolish the ivory scour 
It with the finest sandpaper. mike a 
paste of whitening and oil and apply 
with a piece of flannel, rubbing it well 
and polishing with a lightly oiled linen 
rag. 

Bone handles should be sandpapered 
und polished and pearl handles clean- 
ed by rubbing with a soft cloth dipped 
in fine salt. Polish with a chamois 
leather. 

Reserve knives can either be oiled 
and wrapped in brown paper before 
being put away or dusted with finely 
powdered quicklime and wrapped in 
flanuel. This latter is the better plan, 
| as there would be no suspicion of an 

vily taste if the knives were suddenly 
needed. 

Special knives should hlways be kept 
for onions, bread and for hot fat. The 
two latter will make the sharpest knife 
| dull in a very short time. 


SUMMER PILLOWS. 


They Are Attractive When Matching 
the Cretonne Furniture Slips. 

Spring yand summer call for a dis- 
sarding of velvet, damask and, tapestry 
pillow covers and the replacing with 
light, fresh looking covers that can bi 
laundered and that fit appropriately 
with summer hangings and furniture. 

If you have planned to have ‘cre 
tonne decorations allow for two or 
three yards extra when you order, so 
that pillows to match will, complete 
the attractive idea. These need not be 
made éntirely of cretonne. They*can 
be combinations of this material and 
any other fabric, preferably plain. 

One of the simplest summer slips is 
of white or unbleached muslin, edged | 
With n four inch band of flowered cre- 
tonne or poplin. Long pillows can 
have six Inch borders at each short 
end. The heavier fabric gives a firm- 
ness at the ends, where most wear is. 

Cut out patterns, stitched in borders 
or muslin or plain poplins make: effec- 
tive covers. Arrange the stems and 
the flowers at the tops, in straight 
rows, so that a conventional, old fash- 
foned border effect will be the result. 
The flowers should not reach any high- 
er than two-thirds up, and they should 
be about on the same line. Machine 
stitching serves to hold down the ir- 
regular edges with success.

GANG INFEST 
NEPONSET BRIDGE 


Rumor that Recent Drownings were Result 
of Attempted Robbery by the Gang 


Steps Should be Taken to Make 
Bridge Safe for Pedestrians 


In view of the fact that within a 
few weeks two Atlantic men have been 
found floating in Neponset river near 
the Neponset bridge between Quincy 
and Neponset and from the fact that 
there have at other times been several 
mysterious drownings in this vicinity 
it seems not out of place that an in- 
vestigation should be made. Itis a 
well known fact that a gang of Nepon- 
set toughs infest the Neponset bridge 
every night and that it is not safe for 


a man to walk across the bridge at 
night unattended. There have been 
many cases of hold ups and robberies 
by this gang and it was only ten days 
ago that three of them jumped onto a 
passing car and after robbing a China- 
man of his gold watch made their es- 
cape. 

Altogether it is a very undesirable 
locality, and it has been hinted, that it 
is not among the impossibilities that 
the bodies of the men recently found 
might have been robbed by the gang 
of toughs that infest the bridge and 
during the scrimmage, that would 
naturally follow, they have — been 
pushed overboard only-to drown with- 
out the possibility of a hand being 
raised to assist them. In the case of 
the man Griffin whose body was found 


Tuesday morning, he was known to; 


have been about Monday evening and 
is said to have visited Neponset dur- 
ing the evening. 

He was an innoffensive man and 
there is no known reason why he 


should have taken his own life and it 
has been hinted that while on his 
way back to Atlantic he was held up 
by the gang, who were bent on rob- 
bery and that during the scrimmage he 
may have been pushed overboard. 

Quincy has one officer who in the 
course of his nightly route crosses the 
bridge as far as the draw, at certain 
hours while an officer from the Bos- 
ton side comes to the draw on the 
Neponset side. There {s an hour or 
more however in the interval of the 
| Visits of the officer, which affords am- 
| ple time for the toughs to get in their 
| work and make their escape. 

It would seem that it would be a 
good idea to have the bridge much bet- 
| ter lighted than it is at the present 
time and if necessary to have an offi- 
| cer on duty on the Quincy side all of 
the time, or at least until after-the last 
car leaves for Quincy at 1.30 in the 
morning.

Developments were rapid during the

In this report, he added, McNab

Captain Olson of the Machigonne, 
however, declared the fishing boat 
vhot from behind some. colliers, and 
that althoughsthe Machigonne _ re- 


versed her engines, it was too late 


to prevent a collision. 

The revenue cutter Gresham: sent a 
cutter to rescue the men on the Pris- 
cilla, but they needed no aid. 


The collision occurred just off the 
Commonwealth pier. Both boats were 


outbound. The Priscilla was on her 


way to the fishing grounds, after 
swordfish. She was running under 
her auxiliary power, while the crew 
got the sails to drawing. 

The iron prow of the excursion 


steamer sliced off the fishing boat’s 
stern as neatly as a saw might have 
done. 

The Machigonne’s engines wefe re- 
versed, and passengers leaned over 
her rail to see the fishermen fight for 
their lives. In a trice they had slit 
the ropes that hold the “nest” of 
dories and slid the clumsy-looking 
boats overboard. They had time to 
snatch suitcases from the cabin and

Citizens of Ipswich Have 
Had Too Much of Them 


SAY RED FLAG MUST G0 


Movement For Appointment of “Vigil- 
ante” Committee Made at Mass 
Meeting—Strikers to Be Invited to 
Join In Flag Day Celebration— 
Strike Organizers in Defiant Mood 


Ipswich, Mass. , June 26.—At a mass 
meeting of the citizens of Ipswich in 
the town hall last night, at which 
more than 500 men and women were 
present, a movement for the appoint- 
ment of a citizens’ ‘vigilante’ com- 
mittee was planned, and ten citize..s 
will be appointed by the board of 
selectmen. 

It will be the duty of this commit- 
tee to “railroad,” either peaceably or 
by force, from Ipswich, the I. W. 
W. leaders who have been in charge of 
the strike of the 1000 men and women 
workers in the Ipswich hosiery mill. 

“We have had too much of the red 
flag in Ipswich, too much of these so- 
called leaders, and we have got to do 
as We did in the days of 1776 and in 
1861—we have got to meet force with 
force. We are going to run this town 
as a clean and law-abiding communyy 
if we have to railroad such men as 
Pingree and Hermann and the rest of 
the ‘never-work gang of leaders.’” 

This was the statement made at the 
beginning of the mass meeting by 
Chairman Hull! of the board of select- 
men, who also acted as chairman of 
the mass meeting. 

While “the citizens’ meeting was in 
progress in the town hall, more than 
600 strikers were assembled in the 
Greek church, a mile away, and iis- 
tened to a fiery speech by Nathaniel 
Hermann, an I. W. W. organizer, 
who is in charge of the strike. Or- 
ganizer Pingree has left town to col- 
lect funds for the benefit of the strik- 
ers, so Hermann declared. 

Last night’s mass meeting was 
called by the board of selectmen be- 
cause of persistent rumors that the 
strikers intended to make a monster 
demonstration on the Fourth of July. 
Just as soon as the selectmen heard 
that such a demonstration was 
planned, orders were given that no 
merchant in Ipswich would be per- 
mitted to offer fireworks for sale and 
the use of all fireworks is* prohibited.- 

Hull made a bitter denunciation of 
Pingree and Hermann, who were only 
recently freed from the charge of 
murder in having participated in the 
riot on the night of June 10, in which 
a Greek girl was shot to death. 

In addition to Chairman Hull, 
-Were speeches by Postmaster Waitt 
and former State Senator Schofield. 

A monster parade, in which all 
“good citizens” of Ipswich will be in- 
vited to march will be the chief fea- 
ture of the celebration of July 4, and 
it is proposed that every man in line 
shall carry an American flag. 

“We want to show our Greek and 
Polish citizens that we are for them; 
we believe that they should have an 
increase, and the only way to get it 
is by a peaceful demonstration,” said 
Schofield. “I hope that every one of 
the strikers will join us in the pa- 
rade, and that each one will have an 
American flag, and forget the red 
banner of blood and anarchy of the I. 
WW, Ws 

Thousands of miniature American 
flags were distributed by the citizens 
of Ipswich yesterday and every man 
and-woman attending the mass meet- 
ing wore a flag. 

When informed that the railroading

Quincy asks for $10,000 for Houghs 
Neck channel and basin to the public 
landing at a hearing before the Direc- 
tors of the Port held at their office, 40 
Central street, Boston this morning. 
The hearing was conducted by Frank 
Fessenden Crane, Commissioner of 
Water Fronts, Waterways and Navi- 
gation of the City of Quincy. Mr. 
Crane stated that Houghs Neck had a 
summer population of from 7,000 to 
10,000 people that the electric rail- 
road carried an average of 1500 peo- 
ple every Saturday who spent their 
week ends here and on Sundays 4500 
more people came to Houghs Neck. 
2! That the channel for which this im- 
provement was asked, was the only 
channel that ran from the 30 foot deep 
ship channel, to the wharf at Houghs 
Neck. The original channel, 50 feet 
wide and 9 feet deep was dredged by 
the steamboat company at its own ex- 
pense. There has been expended as 
follows: 


Steamboat Company $8,000.00 
Quincy Yacht club $1,000.00 
City of Quincy 2,750.00 
State of Massachusetts 5,000.00 
Total $16,750.00 


This channel had filled and now av- 
eraged 6 feetin depth and about 4( 
in width. A yacht anchoring at low 
water so as to swing across the chan 
nel would stop all navigation, th« 
people who used the channel at low 
water were in danger of their lives 
When the steamboat passes them sev- 
eral minor accidents have already oc- 
curred. 

The Public Landing at this point is 
the only Public Landing in the City 
of Quincy with its 26 miles of water 
front. The increase of population anc 
business and the immense summe: 
travel make it a necessity that this im- 
provement should be made. Mr. Cranr 
introduced William Cavanags presi- 
dent of the Houghs Neck Steamboat 
Co., who recommended the width to be 
only 80 feet but to increase the depth 
to 9 feet. There was also a plan oi 
Houghs Neck submitted by City En- 
gineer E. C. Sargent which was file? 
with the plan of the Water Front 
Commissioner's. 

Recorded in favor of the improve- 
ment were: His Honor Mayor Hugens 
R. Stone, City Solicitor, John J. Me- 
Anarney; City Engineer, E. C. Sar- 
gent; a committee from the City Coun- 
cil consisting of President James L.

Plymouth, Mass., June 27.—David 
B. Farnsworth, the Bridgewater poul- 
try farmer and short siory writer, 
found guilty by a jury of manslaugh- 
ter in the shooting of Thomas Hagan, 
whom he surprised at midnight in his 
chicken coop, was sentenced to six 
months in the house of correction by 
Judge King. 

‘The courtroom was crowded when 
the final disposition of the case was 
brought up in orderson the docket. 
Many poultry raisers, among them 
signers to a petition for clemency for 
Farnsworth, were present. 

Judge King stated that he had re- 
ceived numerous telegrams and let- 
ters from people and also a petition 
asking for clemency in’ the case. In 
imposing sentence he said, address- 
ing the defendant: 

“I have endeavored to give substan- 
tial weight to the communications 
testifying to Farnsworth’s character, 
and he should be proud of it. Never- 
theless, in spite of all this, I am un- 
able to find any other way than a jail 
sentence to show you that you cannot 
take a human life. 

“We are often tempted in matter of 
this kind, but we must learn to with- 
stand them. I am sorry for you from 
the bottom of my heart. And if the

of agriculture, bureau of biological 
survey, fixing the seasons in which 
migratory birds may be shot, as au- 
thorized umder the recently enacted 
Weeks-McLean law, have just been 
made public. These regulations have 
been eagerly awaited by sportsmen 
and lovers of wild life. They become 
effective Oct. 1. 

Some of the more important fea- 
tures of the regulations follow: 

It is unlawful at all times to kill 
robins, larks and other insectiverous 
birds in any portion of the United 
States. 

Shooting of migratory birds between 
sunset and sunrise, while they are at 
rest, is prohibited at all times. 

Spring shooting is absolutely pro- 
hibited. 

It is unlawful at all times to shoot 
erancs, columbidae-doves and pig- 
eons. 

The beautiful wood duck, which 
was fast disappearing in New England 
until] the states prohibited their kill- 
ing, is given a close season to Sept. 
1, 1918, in the New England states, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, 
West Virginia and Wisconsin. A 
country-wide close season to the same 
date has been established for band- 
tailed pigeons, little brown, sandhill 
and whooping cranes; swans, curlew, 
all shore birds except black: breasted 
and golden plover, Wilson or jack- 
snipe, greater and lesser yellow legs. 

Under the new regulations the 
country has been divided into two 
zones, northern and southern, the 
dividing line running wholly or in 
part north of latitude 40 degrees and 
the Ohio river. There are twenty- 
five states in the northern zone and 
twenty-three in the southern. Birds 
that may be shot are divided by the 
new regulations into four classes. 
These, and the open seasons allowed 
on them, follow: 

Water fowl—Northern zone, Sept. 
1 to Dec. 15; southern zone, Oct. 1 
to Jan. 15. ; 

Rail—Northern zone, Sept. 1 to 
Dec. 1; southern zone, Sept. 1 to 
Dec. 1. 

Woodcock—Northern zone, Oct. 1 
to Dec. 1; southern zone, Nov. 1 to 
Jan. 1. 

Shore birds—Northern zone, Sept. 
1 to Dee. 15; southern zone, Sept. 1 
to Dec. 15. 

An important;feature is the regula- 
tion prohibiting the hunting of birds 
on the great rivers of the country— 
Mississippi from New Orleans to 
Minneapolis; Ohio from its mouth to 
Pittsburg, and Missouri, from mouth 
to Bismarck, N. D., during all 
months except November and De- 
cember.

‘LO GLORY HAS. PRECEDENCE 


|Will Be Official Soh eit ateed “aca 
Veterans Extending Royal Welcome 


to Men In Gray—Regulars Guard 
Camp tO Be Occupied by Fifty 
Thousand at Great Reunion 


Gettysburg, Pa., June 28.—That 
the Stars and Bars as well as the 
Stars and Stripes will appear at the 
‘big camp of veterans during the anni- 
versary celebration was indicated by 
lan announcement from the officers of 
commission that 
“there is nothing to prevent the wear- 
ers of the gray from bringing along 
their battle flags.” At the same time, 
it wag said that the flag of 
the confederacy would not be used in 
jany official decorations over which 
the commissicn has control. 

Residents of Gettysburg and union 
veterans already here are extonding a 
royal welcome to all arriving con- 
|federate veterans. In the town every 
| business block is covered with the na- 
'tional colors and practically every 
|home displays a flag. The Stars and 
|Bars appear at a number of places, 
while the use of both the blue and the 
grey is a favorite method of decora- 
}tion on many buildings. 

Large pictures of both union and 
confederate generals are much in evi- 
dence. Many of the veterans’ organi- 
zations have brought their fifes, 
drums and bugles, and the calls of 
war time days are sounding through 
| the streets, in some instances by the 
| very men who did the same thing dur- 
| ing the exciting days of the Gettys- 
; burg campaign half a century ago. 
| Finishing touches were put on the 
camp yesterday. Equipment was dis- 
jtributed to the 5000 tents, all of 
| which are now up, and everything is 
in readiness for the 50,000 old sol- 
diers expected to attend the celebra- 
ticn next week. 

“We are thoroughly prepared to 
pare the entire situation well in 
1and,” declared Major Normoyle, in 
bontblacin at the camp. “Every old 
soldier will find things in readiness 
for him when he comes here. He will 
be met at the train and shown the lo- 
cation of his tent. If he is not able to 
carry his baggage someone will be 
there to do it for him. He will not 
have to doa stroke of work, not even 
fill the water buckets in his tent.” 

Each of the four large sections com- 
pesing the camp will be under the di- 
rect supervision of a company of 
regulars. One company of engineers 
and three of infantry will have charge 
of the work of guarding these sec- 
tions, answering the calls of the vet- 
erans and otherwise giving attention 
to their needs. 

F. A. Easton of the Sixth New York 
cavalry has arrived to complete ar- 
rangements for his regimental re- 
union, which will be held on July 1 
on the first day’s fight. Easton is 
endeavoring to locate the Gettysburg 
women who, as schoolchildren, scat- 
tered flowers in the: paths of Buford’s 
eavalry and sang patriotic songs as 
they entered the town June 30, 1863. 
A dozen or more of them are said to 
be living, and if they can be found 
they will be asked to sing the same 
songs agajn at the reunion.

JACK JOHNSON 
~ GOING ABROAD 


Friends Say He Has No Intention 
__ Of Returning 


HOW HE SKIPPED 10 CANADA 


Joined Negro Ball Team, Disguised 
Himself With Old Clothes and False 
Mustache, and Easily Made His Way 
Across Border—Due to Sail For 
France Tuesday : 


Toronto, June 28.—Jack Johnson 
will never again enter the United 
Btates, according to his friends here. 

Johnson is now in Montreal, where 
he is due to sail for France Tuesday, 
but negroes here who figured in the 
plans for the black pugilist’s flight 
across the border say they are certain 
he has no intention of returning. In 
this event Johnson will be an exile, 
as he might be arrested and sent to 
prison if he returned. 

The details of Johnson's flight have 
become known. It is stated that, af- 
ter joining a negro bal] team in Wis- 
consin, Johnson donned some old 


clothes, a slouch hat anda false 
mustache. From Detroit he went to 
Port hiuron, Mich., and thence to 


Hamilton, Ont., by train. At Ham- 
iiton a powerful motorboat had been 
engaged and was waiting for the 
pugilist and his party. Two minutes 
before the train for Montreal pulled 
out ef Toronto Johnson arrived in the 
motorboat, hurried on to the train 
and weut directly to a stateroom 
which had been engaged. 

Lucille Cameron, Johnson’s white 
wife, did not accompany the pugilist 
in his flight, but took an earlier train 
out of Chicago for Montreal and met 
him there. Johnson had no trouble 
with the immigration authorities, and 
he was not recognized by anyone, 
possibly because of the mustache 
adorning his lip. 

In Montreal, when the tip got out 
that Johnson was in the city and the 


newspapermen started hunting him, 
the pugilist started dodging. He 
moved from six different houses where 


he had engaged rooms, but finally ap- 
peared at one of the newspaper offices 
and gave out the statement declaring 
he did not intend to jump his bail. 


Safe Out of United States 
Washington, June 28.—Jack John- 
son has made good his escape from 
the United States, for the time being, 


at least, and can neither be extradit- 
ed nor deported from Canada, ‘accord- 
ing to the latest official view here. 
Johnson, it has been learned, {s 
traveling on a tourist ticket, and 


ida cannot return him because 
her immigration law does not exclude 
a transient alien in such circum- 


stances. Johnson's offense is not ex- 
traditable in Canada. Officials here 
made an effort to have the negro re- 
turned to this country under Canada’s 
immigration laws, but it has failed.
